Bunania* Re- 
serve officer} deputy leader of this group* He speaks Bulgarian, 
Buaanlan, Turkish,, and Russian; and knows Rumania, Bulgaria, Bessarabia, 
and Trananistrien well. He has particularly good opportunities to pene- 
trate the Rumanian and Russian armies. #19 050 recruited him, knows hin 
well, and thinks hin an experienced nationalist worker, energetic and 
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discreet. (See MBL-A-550, para 1-b.) Haa recruited a group of 1 

Bessarablan-Rumaniene, now citizens of the USSR. They work a a (see refer- 
ence, para 1-b).

"SjgjB" (cover name), f 1 *? Hochachule In Rumania. Speak* Rumanian* 

Greek, Bulgarian, and Turkish. He la familiar with Rumania, Bulgaria, 
Greece, and the Black Sea area. He waa recruited by IULIU and DUMITRU. 

#19 050 ran an Indirect oheck on him and found no adverse material* Sub- 
ject's position gives him an excellent opportunity to furnish Information 
on the harbor where he works and to watch Soviet and Rumanian troop move- 
ments in the Dobrtidsahka area. (See reference, para 1-c.) Works In 
Constanta; IULIU and DUMITRU describe him as quiet, thoughtful and a trust- 
worthy nationalist. 



d. "PGA* (cover name), #19 301. Mechanical engineer, 37 years, living In 

Rumania. Rumanian who attended the Mlttelachule In Sofia. Speaks Rumanian, 
Bulgarian, Turkish, and Russian. Knows Romanis and Bulgaria. Subject can 
watch the harbor at Galati and penetrate Rumanian and Soviet marine unite. 

He is considered to be a trustworthy patriot, intelligent, and a good 
organiser. (See reference, para 1-d.) 

e. "TITI* (cover name), #l fl 204. Has the task of building up connections to 

Bessarabia and tbs recruiting of people for Bnmani an-Bueslan undertakings. 

34 years. Judgment of his character is not yet possible. (See ref. para 1-e.) 

f. "RlgO* (cover name), #19 2jQ5. Professional school education in Rumania. 

During the war was a noa-commiesioned officer of the Rumanian Wavy. Row 
engineer (see reference, para 1-f). 36 years. Through his work he has 

many opportunities to oontact friends in Rumanian and Russian marine circles. 
He is responsible for the support point In Akkerman, Bessarabia, which is 
led by (see reference, para 1-g) and is to build It up. He Is also to be 
responsible for the border crossing points (see ref. para 1-h). He speaks 
Rumanian, Greek, and Russian; and knows Rumania and. In particular, the 
Danube ports and the Black Sea coastal areas. #19 050 (see Project #116) 
thinks he ie unusually intelligent and careful. 

g. Pour sub-sources are lieted* One eaoh for 3TKRIE, TEG A, TTTI, and RICO, 
nothing further known. 

b. An assorted cast of characters appeared In this project in the courier net. 
There la to date practically no information on them. Included in this 
anonymous menagerie are a doctor, two farmers, a sawmill worker, a Rotary 
Public, a Kantor, etc. 

Sub-agents for the present are to report onoe a month to the head letter box 
(Kndbrlefkasten) of the group (see sketch). IULIU, the leader of the group, 
then sends messages to a cover address In Salzburg once a month (see sketoh). 
Meetings can taka plaoe personally between IULIU and the sub-agents when neces- 
sary, and #19 050 will meet IULIU in Rumania perhaps once & month. §
